A  highly  attractive  and  valuable  cut  flower  color,  par¬ 
ticularly  under  artificial  light.  Of  more  compact  habit  than  Lilac-lavender,  and  ten 
days  earlier  flowering.  A  first  class  commercial  color  that  should  not  be  missed.  Our 
present  season’s  stock  is  up  to  about  60%  double.  Available  in  trade  packets  only. 
The  past  season  our  strain  of  Chamois  Pink  sold  out  early,-  we  depended  on  the  stock 
of  a  California  grower  that  we  were  assured  was  up  to  60%  double.  We  much  regret 
that  our  trial  check  of  this  showed  it  down  to  20%  double.  If  you  received  any 
of  this  stock  we  regret  it. 

BALL  WHITE. 

An  extra  long  stiff-stemmed  white  faintly  tinged  rose.  Easily  used  for  a  clear  white. 
This  variety  continues  to  produce  one  to  two  weak  breaks  from  about  the  base  of  the 
long  flower  spikes.

BRANCHING  STOCKS 


Every  retail  grower  finds  some  branching  stocks  necessary  because  of  the  greater 
number  of  short-stemmed  flowers  produced.  For  such  flowers  they  should  be 
spaced  about  6x6  inches.  A  good  plan  is  to  permit  the  center  stem  to  grow  up 
and  flower  disbudding  it  down  about  half  way.  After  this  first  flower  is  cut  out  plenty 
breaks  will  push  up  from  the  lower  eyes.  Also  when  spaced  this  way  they  can  be 
topped  at  a  height  of  6  -  8  in.  This  results  in  a  uniform  development  of  medium  long¬ 
stemmed  flowers.  Another  plan  largely  used  by  market  growers  is  to  space  closely 
as  recommended  for  non-branching  stocks.  This  draws  the  stems  up  with  results  similar 
to  the  non-branching  kind.  The  rich  and  varied  array  of  colors  available  in  this  class 
gives  them  outstanding  value.

GROWING  GOOD  STOCKS 


IT  is  necessary  that  you  use  well  enriched  clean  soil.  If  fresh  or  used,  we  find 
it  pays  us  well  to  saturate  it  with  hot  water  before  using/  also,  well  decayed 
manure  should  be  mixed  freely  with  such  soil  for  stocks  or  any  other  crop  and  this 
should  be  done  at  least  3  to  4  months  before  using  it.  Manure  seems  necessary  to  un¬ 
lock  the  fertility  in  fresh  soil.  In  our  latitude  the  earliest  sowing  is  safely  made  August  1 . 
If  sown  earlier  there  is  some  danger  in  any  Ten  Week  Stocks  of  coming  blind, 
producing  a  heavy  growth  of  leaves  only.  To  avoid  the  same  result  in  the  spring,  our 
latest  sowing  is  made  February  20.  Sowings  can  be  m  ade  any  time  between  these 
dates,-  our  rule  is  to  sow  a  trade  packet  to  a  flat,  doing  so  about  a  month  before  the 
bed  in  which  they  are  to  be  grown  is  ready  for  them.  We  do  not  recommend  potting 
young  Stocks  because  of  the  danger  of  checking  their  growth  through  becoming  pot 
bound  or  allowing  them  to  dry  out  excessively.  It  is  much  better  to  transplant  but 
once  —  from  the  seed  to  the  flowering  bed. 

The  mid-winter  crop  is  grown  to  best  advantage  on  raised  beds,-  on  deep  ground  beds, 
during  dark  winter  months,  the  growth  becomes  soft  and  the  flowers  inclined  to  wilt 
after  being  cut.  This  can  be  I  argely  overcome  by  running  them  cold,  40-45°  nights 
and  ventilating  whenever  possible.  Normally  we  grow  them  48  to  50°  nights,  10 
to  15°  higher  during'the  day. 

A  sowing  made  not  later  than  August  1  and  grown  on  a  raised  bed  can  be  flowered  for  Christmas 
by  exposing  them  to  electric  lights  four  hours  a  night,  beginning  late  in  October.  This  plan  will  net  a 
good  profit.  The  early  sowing  must  have  at  least  two  tiers  of  wire  and  string  supports.  The  lot  started 
in  February  ordinarily  flowers  around  June  1  and  is  supported  with  two  sets  of  supports.  You  can 
increase  the  proportion  of  doubles  by  removing  the  weakest  seedlings.  This  we  do  when  3  to  4  inches 
high  in  the  flowering  bed.  It  has  been  definitely  proven  that  the  weakest  seedlings  are  most  inclined 
to  come  single.  If  further  detail  on  the  culturing  of  stocks  is  wanted,  consult  your  “Ball  Red  Book.”

CULTURE.  For  a  full  Christmas 
crop  such  as  is  pictured  on  the 
front  page  of  this  catalog,  sow 
August  1.  We  prefer  doing 
this  in  an  outdoor  frame  that  we 
cover  with  aster  cloth  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  same  ‘‘yellows”  that 
infects  asters.  You  can  do  the 
watering  right  thru  this  cloth. 

Around  September  1  we  trans¬ 
plant  the  seedlings  into  the  flowering  beds  12x12  in.  We  also  make  a  sowing  September  1 
that  is  used  to  follow  early  shaded  mums.  This  gets  in  full  crop  in  January,  which  is 
usually  a  good  month.  As  market  growers  we  never  could  make  much  out  of  a  spring 
crop  of  Calendula,  but  a  retail  grower  should  get  in  some  after  mums  for  spring  cut¬ 
ting.  Less  than  1%  of  Ball  Calendula  come  single  under  favorable  conditions.  These 
conditions  are:  well  enriched  deep  soil,  cool  temperature  and  free  ventilation.  Any 
check  or  weakening  of  the  plant  brings  on  single  flowers.  It  is  a  jar  to  any  plant  to 
cut  a  heavy  crop  from  it.  For  this  reason  singles  show  up  some  in  Calendula  as  the 
crop  becomes  cut  down.  After  the  early  planting  is  cut  down,  the  old  plants  will 
break  out  freely  again  and  produce  a  good  spring  crop.  Should  you  be  interested 
in  further  details  on  this  crop  refer  to  our  Ball  Red  Book.  Perhaps  you  have  one. 
If  not,  it  is  postpaid  for  20c.  It  is  issued  annually  and  covers  the  practical  cultural 
details  of  your  every  day  crops.

WINTER  PEA  EXPERIMENTS 


LAST  summer  we  carried  out  extensive 
experiments  to  determine  the  best 
method  of  treating  our  soil  for  grow¬ 
ing  winter  peas.  Among  the  sterilizing 
trials  both  steam  and  drenching  with  hot 
water  were  used  with  both  old  and  fresh 
soil.  We  were  surprised  to  note  the  best 
results  with  old  soil  thoroughly  saturated 
with  hot  water.  This  was  piped  direct 
from  blow-off  of  our  steam  boiler.  There 
was  no  root  rot  at  all  in  the  hot  water 
treated  beds;  infection  of  this  rot  in  ad¬ 
joining  beds  was  clearly  evidenced  by 
lack  of  vigor  or  free  growth  that  character¬ 
izes  any  disturbance  at  the  roots.  This 
question  is  complicated  some  by  the  fact 
that  most  soils  differ  but  in  our  experience 
we  have  repeatedly  noted,  with  various 
crops,  the  value  of  hot  water  treatment  for 
soils.

Another  result  of  these  experiments  dem¬ 
onstrated  that  peas  in  active  full  growth 
will  stand  more  water  in  the  lower  soil 
than  we  have  been  accustomed  to  use. 

The  freer  growth  that  follows  will  drop  buds  some,  but  the  total  results  from  such 
growth  greatly  exceeds  that  from  vines  unnecessarily  hardened  to  prevent  bud  drop. 
But  here  again  conditions  differ.  Some  clay  soils  seem  to  hold  water  all  winter  and 
to  add  it  freely  will  soon  run  the  vines  without  flowers  to  the  roof.  It  seems  clear  that 
under  our  conditions  the  lower  soil  to  a  depth  of  18-24  in.  should  be  kept  wet 
enough  to  accumulate  water  when  a  hole  is  dug  into  it. 


About  planting  dates,  if  sown  in  our  latitude  early  in  July  we  get  a  nice  crop  begin¬ 
ning  late  in  September,  but  care  is  necessary  to  get  them  through  so  much  hot  weather. 
The  soil  must  be  neither  too  dry  nor  wet  and  a  fairly  heavy  shade  maintained.  A 
safer  sowing  date  is  August  1.  This  leaves  these  cool  temperature  plants  but  6  weeks 
of  hot  weather  to  endure  and  they  enter  the  winter  in  better  shape.  In  sowing  seed 
during  summer  do  so  in  fairly  moist  soil,  about  an  inch  deep  and  apply  no  water  until 
we  II  up.  The  combination  of  high,  or  low  temperature  and  wet  soil  encourages  rot 
that  destroys  perfectly  sound  seed.  We  found  that  formaldehyde  or  semesan  mixed 
with  soil  gave  a  100%  stand  of  peas  while  in  the  same  soil  without  treatment  the 
seed  rotted  nearly  100%.  However,  we  find  its  use  unnecessary  in  well  drain  ed 
fresh  soil,  if  no  water  is  applied  until  after  the  seed  is  well  germinated.

EARLY  OR  WINTER 
SNAPDRAGONS 


LONG  stiff  stems,  attractive  colors  and  no  wilting  are  reasons  why  “snaps”  are  one 
of  our  big  indispensable  crops.  Easily  grown  too,  though,  like  all  crops  under 
the  artificial  conditions  of  a  greenhouse  in  winter,  they  are  susceptible  to  various 
forms  of  rot.  This  is  largely  due  to  lack  of  ventilation  or  the  heavy  damp  air  of  a  cool 
house.  A  raised  bed  gets  away  from  much  of  this  trouble,  though  a  well  drained  bed 
close  to  the  glass  will  produce  fine  snaps.  Also,  most  forms  of  rot  seem  to  come  from 
the  soil  for  if  we  plant  in  fresh  or  sterilized  material  little  trouble  develops,  especially 
if  attention  is  given  to  the  atmospheric  condition  of  the  house.  For  the  early  or  winter 
crop  we  prefer  to  sow  seed  during  June  and  keep  the  young  stock  in  an  outdoor  frame 
as  much  as  possible. 

Snaps  are  steadily  being  improved.  Very  few  of  the  new  ones  from  responsible  growers 
are  a  failure.  In  our  estimation  the  following  belong  at  the  head  of  the  list  of  standard 
kind:  Cheviot  Maid  Supreme  and  the  Yoder  strain  for  a  lighter  shade  of  pink,- Coate’s 
Yellow,  a  rich  deep  shade,  though,  with  us  not  quite  so  early  as  Ceylon  Court.  For 
mid-winter  we  believe  Sun  Tan  should  be  preferred  to  Afterglow,  that  shatters  for 
some  and  is  not  so  early  as  Sun  Tan.  Terry’s  Surprise  is  a  very  rich  orange,  rose  tinged, 
fine  heavy  spikes  too,  but  not  extra  early.  On  a  raised  bed  and  a  50°  house  Lucky 
Strike  does  well  for  most  growers,  though,  we  bel  ieve  Schneider’s  new  white  “Pros¬ 
perity”  will  take  its  place.  Velvet  Beauty  is  making  many  friends,-  we  need  the  variety 
in  color  it  gives  us.  For  later  planting  use  Rose  Queen,  New  Cincinnati  and  Afterglow. 
They  are  outstanding  for  spring  flowering. 


White  Prosperity.  (P  ierre  Schneider  new).  We  believe  this  new  white 
will  take  its  place  as  the  winter-flowering  white  and  so  do  all  ex¬ 
perienced  growers  who  have  seen  it  growing.  Unlike  other  early 
whites,  it  is  as  free  flowering  as  Ceylon  Court  or  Cheviot  Maid  with 
flowers  well  placed  and  pure  white.  We  have  had  no  advance  trial 
of  White  Prosperity,  but  from  what  we  have  seen  of  it  we  do  not 
hesitate  recommending  it.

The  germination  of  every  lot  of  pansy  seed  we  send  out  during  mid-summer  is  assured 
by  careful  storage  of  the  seed  during  winter  and  germination  tests  late  in  June.  Yet 
complaints  on  this  point  do  come  in  during  these  hot  months.  Select  the  coolest  out¬ 
door  spot  you  can  find  for  any  summer  seed  sowing,  especially  pansies.  A  frame,  pro¬ 
tected  from  sun  and  wind,  is  usually  the  most  favorable  location.  The  soil  should  be 
made  light  and  porous  with  sand  and  peat  moss.  If  the  soil  is  thoroughly  watered  before 
sowing  and  protected  with  shaded  sash  or  strawy  material  no  further  watering  should 
be  needed  until  the  seedlings  are  through.  Cover  the  seed  just  deep  enough  to  hide  it 
and  use  very  sandy  material  for  covering.

THIS  is  an  important  cut  flower  crop  for  both  in 
and  outdoors  and  usually  it  is  a  profitable  one.  If 
started  in  September  and  grown  in  a  carnation  house 
on  a  raised  bed  they  can  be  flowered  in  February.
